Evan (note above his name is spelt Even) Brindle was born in 1807. He 
married Ellen M oulding in about 1824 and they had four children. He was 
working asa Calico printer at the O akenshaw Calico Printworksin Clayton- 
le-M oors when he, at the age of 28, and two others, Rowland Heald and 
Thomas Rushton decided to poach some game. Unfortunately they were 
discovered by the property game keeper and a gun went off killing him. 
T hey were indicted, tried and convicted of murder at Lancaster Assizes and 
sentenced to life and all were transported to the colonies. While Evan was 
in goal waiting sentencing his daughter Elizabeth was born. Evan Brindle, 
Rowland H eald and Thomas Rushton weretransported to N ew South Wales 
on the ship, John, which departed on 27 September 1836 and arrived at 
Sydney on 7 February 1837 with a cargo of 260 convicts. 


In that same year Evan was assigned to the H ouse of Correction in Sydney. 
In 1845 he was granted a Ticket of Leave at Patrick Plains. On 14 February 
1848 he was granted a Ticket of Leave Passport at Patrick Plains Bench. 
On10January 1849 he was granted a Ticket of Leave Passport at Singleton 
Bench and another on 8 December 1849 at the same Bench. On 5 October 
1849 hewas granted a Conditional Pardon. In 1852 he married a widower, 
Lucy Walker, at M aitland and they had six children. Evan Brindle died at 
M uswellbrook in 1876 at the age of 69.

Mr Just personally exhibited some interesting samples of tin ore 
from various parts of Tasmania as well as specimens representing the iron 
ores of Tasmania. He also exhibited an instructive collection of minerals 
of various descriptions including Tasmanian limestones and minerals from 
South Australia and N ew Caledonia. A portion of his exhibits that were 
particularly attractive to the ladies was a collection of topazes, or Tasmanian 
diamonds as they were then popularly called, both in the rough and set and 
polished. M r J ust also showed a small trophy, very ingeniously constructed, 
the base consisting of carefully selected specimens of every variety of tin ore 
found in Tasmania, from the centre of which rose a pyramid or column of 
smelted tin made by dropping the molten metal from a height to create a 
sort of stalagmite of tin. 


M rJust (M ajor, Tasmanian Local Forces) was subsequently Commissioner for 
Tasmania to the Calcutta International Exhibition 1883-8 and theM elbourne 
International Exhibition 1880.

John Broomfield, born at Hampshire, England in 1822, wasa ship chandler 
and master mariner.

R.D.Bannister was Secretary to the Victorian Colonial Commissioner to the 
Sydney International Exhibition, The Hon J.J.Casey CMG, MP. 


Robert Dixon Bannister was born in London in 1816, and arrived at Port 
Phillip in January, 1854, in the Phoenix. In the same year he settled at 
Geelong, where he opened the first homoeopathic business in the Colony of 
Victoria. After various changes of occupation incidental to the lives of many 
colonists, he in 1865 was engaged as a travelling agent and lecturer by the 
Australian M utual Provident Society, which position he filled successfully 
and with credit, assisting greatly in making that institution popular. After ten 
years labours he severed his connection with that institution to return to his 
old profession, settling in Ballarat, where, in 1877, he mooted the idea of a 
Juvenile Industrial Exhibition, inviting the young people of all the colonies 
to assist. This first Exhibition of its character was carried out to a successful 
issue in the Alfred Hall, Ballarat, and the adjoining M arket Buildings, M r. 
Bannister being the H onorary Secretary. 


As a temperance reformer he was a pioneer of good and useful works, 
and so far back as the year 1841, he was one of a band of active men 
who commenced the Band of Hope movement in England, and in the first 
year of his arrival in the colonies planted the same standard in Victoria at 
Geelong. 


He was also one of the popular temperance reformers who, in 1850, 
established in London the famous N ational Temperance League, whose 
operations were still carried on under the able secretaryship of M r. Bobert 
Bae, and his name has long been a household word all over Victoria and 
many parts of South Australia and N ew South Wales. Asa lecturer on Life 
Assurance and Temperance he was eminently popular and successful in 
the latter cause; thousands became converts under the influence of his able 
advocacy. He was one of the pioneers of the Order of Sons of Temperance 
in Victoria, and, under the authority of the Victorian District, founded the 
Independent Order of Rechabites in N ew South Wales. 


Another of the useful works M r. Bannister put his hand to was the instituting 
of the first Penny Savings Bank in Victoria, and he helped to frameregulations 
for carrying out Penny Savings Banks in connection with the State Schools in 
Victoria, ordered by the M inister of Education. In his position as Secretary 
to the Executive Commissioner of Victoria to the Sydney International 
Exhibition he was much respected.

This example, not previously seen, has been consigned by the grandson of Jacob Garrard, who requested the M int strike a very limited number of sovereigns 
with the 1920S reverse die to be distributed to his seven children to celebrate his Golden Wedding Anniversary on the 15th of April, 1920. The cost of minting 
sovereigns had become uneconomic because of the rise in the price of gold (127s 4d per ounce). Throughout the Empire only the Perth M int struck quantities 
of sovereigns 1920 to 1924 while M elbourne and Sydney had small issues. It is apparent Sydney had no urgent requirement to mint sovereigns in 1920 with 
the 1920S mint mark dies. 


There are only four other 1920 Sydney sovereigns that have been auctioned: 
1) Spink Australia, Sale 2, November 1978 (lot 631), bought for Cullimore Allen, and later sold in Spink London, Sale 15, M arch 1992 (lot 438).

3) Jaggard, 1979, then at Kurt] aggard M onetary auction, 11th April, 2006 (lot 404) ($582,500), then at Bentley Collection, Baldwin's auction, 27th September, 
2012 (lot 736) (£780,000). 


4) Quartermaster Collection, M onetarium, 4th June, 2009 (lot 196) ($840,000). This example, in specimen condition, may have been coined at the closure 
of the Sydney M int in 1926 under the supervision of A.M .Le Souef for a VIP like Sir William Dixson.

The Glasgow Athenaeum started in 1847 in the Assembly Rooms, Ingram 
Street, Glasgow with the inaugural address being given by Charles Dickens. 
In 1887 it moved from the Assembly Rooms to new premises in St George's 
Place, off Buchanan Street, Glasgow. The Athenaeum originally sought to 
provide, not only commercial skills, but also philosophy, literature, languages 
and music. Its initial membership was 1,612 and the first educational classes 
werein English grammar and literature, logic, French and German and soon 
after mathematics, elocution and Italian. O ver the years other classes were 
introduced. Following the cessation of commercial teaching in 1888, the 
institution concentrated on music. TheAthenaeum had a library, newsroom, 
club rooms and classrooms as well as its auditorium.

This coin come from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from thetime 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of 
Lysimachos. These staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him 
to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the 
Black Sea under his control. These policies bought him into conflict with 
Romeand heconsequently tried to liberate the East from Rome and quickly 
defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 
80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman 
response camein 87 B.C. The Consul Sulla and fivelegions. captured Athens 
and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 2000 
talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese gold staters were 
probably struck during his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to early 87 B.C., 
to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. 


Alternatively the view has been put forward suggesting that these coins 
were issues by Brutus in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. and was published in 
Celator J anuary 2000 (pp. 22-24). This identification may prove to be the

The Koson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius Caesar, was raising troopsin northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name 
Koson appears on the coin and Brutus' name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Koson's coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. T his design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influential state on the island. In 
485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse and transferred his capital there, taking with him many of the leading citizens. H is brother Hieron, later tyrant of Syracuse, 
was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachm issues at Gela probably began circa 480 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal denomination of the Geloan 
coinage, and remaining so down to thetime of the destruction of thecity by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC. Theultimate design of the tetradrachms displayed 
a racing chariot, borrowed from the Syracusan coinage, and the forepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal half-length figure of the man-headed bull 
Swimming right is based on the 'father of all rivers', Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to 
its mouth, where the city Gela stood. It was defined by Virgil (Aen. 3, 702) as 'immanisque Gela fluvii cognomina dicta.’

Derrick N ewbutt was the son of James Arthur and Ann M aria N ewbutt of 
Sudbury, M iddlesex which is near Wembley Stadium. The 17th Battalion, 
M iddlesex Regiment, raised in London on 12 December 1914 was known 
affectionately as the 'First' Football Battalion. L/Cpl Derrick N ewbutt was 
a member of the Territorial Force Battalion before the war and became a 
member of the 17th serving in B Company. L/Cpl N ewbutt is mentioned on 
the battalion War Diary for bravery at Arras in France on 9-11 April 1917 
when his unit along with other battalions in the Division captured the Blue 
Line.

H avildar 
Rattam Singh was not captured by the] apanese until four months after the 
capitulation of M alaya, remaining during this time stoically by the side of 
the C.O. attempting to evade capture. Eventually he was shipped to N ew 
Guinea and in September 1944 during a move from RAWAN to MAPRIK 
he and 27 Indian Other Ranks escaped, the Havildar who possessed a 
compass, acting as leader. All went comparatively well, though the journey 
was extremely hard and it was difficult to feed the party on roots and berries 
in the jungle, until a fortnight later they entered an apparently abandoned 
Japanese Camp. H ere they were suddenly challenged by a] apanese C aptain 
and his batman, but Havildar Rattam Singh called on four Indian Other 
Ranks to seize them and he himself beheaded them both with a 'dah'. He 
then led the party on and after another hard two days they were recovered 
by an American Patrol. 


H avildar Rattam Singh showed remarkable qualities of leadership and 
steadfastness both during the actual escape and all through the extremely 
hazardous journey they undertook, and to date hisis the only authenticated 
record of an Indian prisoner of war recovered from the South West Pacific 
Area who has taken extreme measures against the Japanese to facilitate 
escape.

George Richmond Cummings, Casino, Richmond River, NSW; Trooper 
Cummings was one of those selected from the Casino-Lismore H alf- 
Squadrons sent to England for six months training with the! mperial Cavalry 
at Aldershott before going to South Africa; Invalided to Australia due to 
enteric fever, along with another Lancer, Trooper Charles Edward Webster; 
Arrived 28M ay1900 when the steamer M oravian berthed at Dalgety's 
wharf, M iller's Point. There were 17 invalids from the war on board and 
they were met by the Royal Australian Artillery and members of the Third 
Contingent drawn up as a guard of honour while the RAA Band played. 
The Governor Lord Beauchamp arrived and accompanied by his Excellency 
Admiral Pearson and Sir W.J .Lyne, the Premier, he spoke to each man. The 
two Lancers upon arrival at barracks in Sydney were issued with uniforms 
and accoutrements and regimentally invited to stay at a city hotel for a 
week to recuperate before returning to their homes in the Richmond River 
area. They were also entertained at Parramatta at the Lancers’ supper and 
smoking concert at headquarters and an invitation was issued to the men 
to attend M iss Elsie H all's recital at the YM CA Hall. 


On 6)un1900 Trooper Cummings of Casino and Trooper Webster of Ballina 
arrived at Ballina aboard the SS Electra. When the steamer was sighted off 
the entranceto the Richmond River, the paddle steamer Protector, having on 
board a large number of friends of the returning troopers, steamed out and 
accompanied her to the public wharf at Ballina. As she came alongside the 
Ballina Band struck up 'H ome Sweet H ome’ and ‘Soldiers of the Q ueen'. The 
M ayor welcomed the troopers and they werethen driven in a four-horse drag 
(private coach with seats on its top) to the Australian H otel in a procession 
consisting of the Cadets and a detachment of the N ew South Wales Lancers 
leading the way. At the hotel both men were carried shoulder high from 
the drag to the hotel between lines formed by the Cadets. Then the M ayor, 
accompanied by the two returning Lancers, appeared on the hotel balcony 
and speeches were made. 


After this welcome, Trooper Cummings and his parents left Ballina for Coraki 
en route to Casino. A short distance out of Casino a considerable number 
of townspeople met the party and a torchlight procession was formed, led 
by members of the Oddfellows Lodge of which Trooper Cummings was a 
member. Once reaching town a M ayoral reception similar to that held at 
Ballina was staged. On the next Saturday night a complimentary smoke 
concert was held to welcome him home again.

T he Battle of Tel el Khuweilfe, part of the Southern Palestine O ffensive, began 
on 1 November 1917, the day after the Egyptian Expeditionary Force (EEF) 
victory at the Battle of Beersheba during the Sinai and Palestine Campaign of 
World War |. After the stalemate in Southern Palestine a series of co-ordinated 
attacks were launched by British Empire units on the Ottoman Empire's 
German commanded Yildirim Army Group's front line, which stretched 
from Gaza inland to Beersheba. During fighting for the town, the road from 
Beersheba to Jerusalem via Hebron was cut just north of the town in the 
southern spur of the Judean Hills. Here Ottoman units strongly defended 
the road and the Seventh Army headquarters at H ebron. 
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O ver thenext week, attacks by the 53rd (Welsh) Division, the Anzac M ounted 
Division, and the 5th M ounted Brigade (Australian M ounted Division) 
attempted to capture the K huweilfe position. Attacks were launched by the 
British infantry and Yeomanry cavalry, and Australian and N ew Zealand 
mounted brigades. Despite their failure to dislodge the O ttoman defenders, 
the continuing pressure drew in Ottoman reserves, which could have made 
the EEF attacks at Gaza during the night of 1/2 November more strongly 
contested. 


EEF aerial reconnaissance had observed the O ttoman columns' movements, 
and Chauvel ordered the 53rd (Welsh) Division to advance to the track 
from Ain Kohle to Tel es Sheria in the direction of Khuweilfe, to connect 
with Desert M ounted Corps units holding the outpost line. At dawn, it was 
apparent the Ottoman defenders on Tel el Khuweilfe had been reinforced 
and, on the right, M ajor General Edward Chaytor, commanding the Anzac 
M ounted Division, ordered the 1st Light Horse Brigade, supported by the 
Inverness Battery, forward to support the 7th M ounted Brigade while the 
53rd (Welsh) Division advanced on their left, to establish a line stretching 
from Ras en N aqgb towards Tel el Khuweilfe 2.5 miles (4.0 km) away. 


By 04:15, the two brigade headquarters had joined up and, by 07:00, the 
South N otts H ussars Regiment of the 7th M ounted Brigade had occupied 
Ras el Naqb, while the 1st Light H orse Regiment with two sub-sections of 
M achine Gun Squadron attacked on their left, to gain a horseshoe-shaped 
position. Two squadrons with eight H otchkiss Rifles and four machine guns 
stopped attempted outflanking movements. By 08:00, they were within 350 
yards of their objective on the left, but could make no further advance in 
that sector. 


The fighting was fierce on the 3 Nov 1917 and during the battle, the 1st 
Light H orse Brigade suffered 16 killed and 67 wounded. It was on this day 
that Tpr Grimshaw was twice wounded. It was also for his actions on this 
day that he was awarded the ilitary M edal. The Battle for Tel el Khuweilfe 
would rageon for another three days before victory was achieved in securing 
the objective.

He graduated in Arts and then at the 
M ooreT heological College hesecured 2nd classhonoursin theTh.L diploma 
of the Australian College of Theology. After this he studied at Ridley Hall, 
Cambridge University in England. H e was ordained a deacon in 1915 and 
a priest in 1916 by Archbishop Wright. H is first curacy was in the northern 
Sydney suburb of Wahroonga before he applied for a wartime commission 
as Chaplain and served with the AN & M EF. 


In 1919 he was living at 'Olney', Church St, Hobart, Tasmania with his 
father, W.E.Cocks, Missions to Seamen, Hobart. While there he gave an 
instructive lecture at the Seamen's Institute of his experiences with the troops 
in tropical Rabaul. H edetailed how the AN & M EF had to not only perform 
military duties but also administrative duties, supply lawyers, plantation 
managers, surveyors, customs officers, postmasters and other officials. He 
also outlined his duties which included four or five services daily, owing to 
the men being stationed in different places, and also had to discharge the 
duties of censor, interest himself in the affairs of the men, hospital visitations 
and attend to voluminous correspondence. He was practically always on 
duty and it is little wonder that he was physically run down by the time he 
returned to Australia. 


H ethen went to India and was appointed principal of the Church M issionary 
Society's High School at Lucknow and chaplain of the historic H oly Trinity 
Church at Allahabad. In 1927 he went on a world tour visiting England, 
Europe, Africa and America. After his return he served in various churches 
in the Sydney suburbs. In 1928 he was Locum Tenens at St Luke's Rectory, 
Mosman. On 1 September 1929 he was appointed Rector of Holy Trinity, 
Erskineville and later served as R ector of St) ohn's Ashfield from 1931-1939. 
H e also served as Catechist at St Stephen's Penrith. 


In 1939 Rev Cocks was charged with indecently assaulting a 10-year old 
boy at Sydney Domain Baths on 27 February and the case caused a lot of 
newspaper reporting at the time. The reverend had been frolicking around 
in the pool with the boy and was claimed to have shared a towel to lie on 
after bathing, all in full view of the public. The case was heard before] udge 
M arkell in the Quarter Sessions on 27 April, the judge noting Rev Cocks' 
outstanding character and charitable works as well as his war service. There 
were many witnesses called and much of the evidence was contradictory. After 
just two hours of deliberation the jury delivered its verdict of N ot Guilty. 


Rev Cocks was a YMCA officer with the BEF and AIF in England and 
France when he died at Bournemouth, England on 20 August 1941 at the 
age of 51.

InG.O., 
N 0.77/80, it was intimated to the force that the medals would issue. After 
consultation with several experienced officers, the'conditions' published on 
the 20th August, 1880, under the heading of 'Conditions for the issue to 
officers and men serving under the Volunteer Statute, 1865, of a medal 'for 
long and efficient service’ were promulgated, and also printed on the reverse 
side of the 'forms' supplied to the commanding officers for claimants.' The 
recipients then came forward and were cheered heartily as they mounted the 
platform where Col Anderson pinned the medal to each man's chest.

The award of the above shooting trophy was reported in The Age 
(M elbourne) M on 8 Nov 1875 as follows, 


At the weekly parade of the Emerald Hill Artillery Corps held on Friday 
last, a handsome silver cup, value 10 guineas, was presented to Captain 
Twycross, he having lately won it for the third and last time. The trophy is 
known as the Borough Council Cup, and was given by the local council to 
the Emerald Hill Artillery Corps for rifle competition as far back as O ctober 
1871, the conditions being - to be shot for monthly, under handicap, the 
third win to be by actual score starting from scratch; five shots at 200, 500, 
600 yards; any position; W.R. carbines, or Government large-bore rifles; 
to become the property of the first man winning it three times. Captain 
Twycross scored his first win in N ovember 1873, the second in] anuary 1874 
and finally secured the trophy on 23 October 1875 with a very good total 
of 45 points (see note below). The presentation was made by the M ayor of 
Emerald Hill (Mr J.Danks) in a brief speech, which was replied to suitably 
by the recipient of the prize. 


N ote: This report is slightly wrong in the scores for the last shoot, which was 
the 30th contest for the Company Cup, as Capt Twycross actually scored 
67 points and after deducting his handicap of 12 points means he scored 55 
points starting from scratch. 


Capt Twycross was heavily involved in his local community. In the 1890s 
as well as his involvement with the Volunteer Force he held the following 
positions in Horsham, M agistrate in the Court of Petty Sessions; M ayor; 
Vice President of The Charities’ Carnival; President of M ercantile Cricket 
Club; Secretary of St John's Church of England Committee; President of the 
H ospital Committee; President of the local branch of British and Foreign 
Bible Society; was a member of the M UIO OF.

The battery was ordered 
to co-operate with the N ew Zealand Artillery in an infantry enterprise on 
Quinn's Post. They opened and continued a steady fire over the enemy's 
trenches with excellent results for four and a half hours, during the whole 
of which time they were subjected to an intense cross fire from the enemy's 
field and heavy guns. This battery was engaged in a similar task early in the 
morning of 19th M ay with the same excellent results. 
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M ajor Phillips was the first field artillery officer to bring the field guns of the 
Australian Division into action on the 25th April, the day of thelanding, and 
was able to silence an enemy battery near Kaba Tepe which the N avy had 
been unable to locate and which had been doing great damage to Australian 
troops during the day. From that time onwards M ajor Phillips frequently 
fought his battery under most difficult conditions and under heavy shell 
fire, and for days observed and directed the fire of his guns from a forward 
position of extreme danger.

On the 3rd April, 1891, a boat, containing twelve men and two officers, was engaged in submarine 
mining operations, about half a mile from the shore at Middle Head, Sydney, N.S.W. By the 
accidental explosion of a 100Ib. gun-cotton mine, the after part of the boat was blown to pieces, 
and the two officers and two of the men were instantly killed, while the others were all more or 
less severely injured.

Another 
of the crew, named Adams, in the excitement of the moment, jumped overboard, but when some 
yards away, called out for help, as he was unable to swim. Borland at once swam to his assistance, 
and supported him until a boat arrived from the shore some considerable time after. Borland was 
nearest to the explosion of any of the crew, and received severe wounds on the face, arms, abdomen, 
and legs, besides injuries to both ears. He was in hospital several weeks, and could not follow his 
ordinary work for some months."

The photo is of the group of Cadets who weresent to O xford University (the 
1st Group to go from the Sqd.) 68th Sqd R.F.C. as we were then numbered, 
later to benumbered asthe 2nd Squadron A.F.C. part of the Australian Wing 
of theR.F.C., later the R.A.F. 


It includes 8 from 12th A.L.H.Regt my brother George & myself Frank 
Power, Alec & Barney Clark, Pengilley, Reg King & Garth Elwyn. We all 
threw-in for the cost of the photographer and it was subsequently presented 
to M ajor Oswald Watt, theC.O. of the 68th Sqd. He later became Colonel 
and Wing Commander of the Training Wing of theA.F.C. located at Tetbury, 
Gloucestershire, England. George was sent there when he failed to pass his 
test for becoming a pilot owing to colour blindness.

This signature matches that on the W W1 enlistment papers for John William 
Wright. 


(Lt-Colonel Oswald Watt was an outstanding aviator and commanding 
officer. After the war he was invited to join many businesses and even to enter 
parliament. Unfortunately he drowned at Bilgola Beach near N ewport on 
Sydney's northern beaches on 21 M ay 1921. Oneof his legacies was a bequest 
to the Australian Aero Club to establish the Oswald Watt Gold M edal for 
outstanding achievement in Australian aviation. Past winners have included 
such famous aviators as Sir Charles Kingsford Smith and Bert H inkler.)

Brothers, John and George Wright, volunteered for theAIF as reinforcements 
for 12 ALH. They joined on thesame day, 13 August 1915, at H oldsworthy, 
N SW and embarked for overseas on 2 October 1915. They both later served 
with the Australian Flying Corps, first as Air Mechanics and then John 
progressed to bea pilot but unfortunately, George could not progress as he 
was suffering from colour blindness. Their service details are listed below.

Luckily he only suffered a lacerated knee that was 
stitched up by Dr Rowley Richards (see above book, A Doctor's War); on 
fall of Singapore 15Feb1942 he became POW in Changi Prison; recovered 
from Changi 05Sep1945; arrived Sydney 18Sep1945; a 'Welcome Home 
Dinner’ was held for Col Wright in The Gloucester R oom of H otel Australia 
on 22N 0v1945; Disch.20M ay1948; Died 03N ov1986.

During these he repeatedly drove his car through barrage fire 
and successfully evacuated casualties. He showed indifference to danger, 
and splendid determination. Thework of carefully driving a car in thedark, 
loaded with wounded, over a road pitted with shell holes, and in the villages 
of Treux and Buire, covered with debris demanded the greatest coolness 
and courage. His example set a fine standard for the other drivers of motor 
ambulances in the forward area and has had an excellent effect.

Great difficulty was being experienced in getting 
the wounded away from theR egimental Aid Post at J 23 d8.9 across country 
over broken muddy ground. PteAnderson having heard of this drove his car 
along the Bray-Corbie Road in full day light and under considerable shell 
fire to a point in advance of the Aid Post and turned down a bye track and 
so reached the Aid Post. He returned along the same road many times and 
so effected the rapid evacuation of a large number of wounded. His action 
in proceeding so far forward without having been ordered to do so along 
a road under full observation of the enemy and in full day light not only 
showed great personal bravery and devotion to duty but also was a great 
use in successfully evacuating the wounded from the most difficult point 
in the section.

Report of death of Lt A.W.Parkes 


‘On the night of 15.7.17 the Trench M ortar Batteries were detailed to carry 
a certain number of bombs from a Dump on the M ain Road at Ypres to a 
forward 6th N ewton M ortar Position situated about 200 yds off that road 
at a point about three-quarters of a mile from the Dump. This duty took 
the party through the notorious "Hell Fire Corner". 


The whole of the area was, on the above-mentioned night, subjected to 
intense enemy shell fire, including H.E. Shrapnel and Gas. The forward trip 
was negotiated without mishap and Lieut. Parkes was then detailed to return 
with a party of 10 men to bring forward a further bomb per man to complete 
the total number required. This party reached the Dump safely, collected 
their bombs and passed through "Hell Fire Corner" about 250 yds when 
an H.E. shell burst on the road immediately in front of the deceased O fficer, 
wounding him severely in the chest. The party at once moved him from the 
road under cover of an embankment but he did not recover consciousness 
and died within 5 minutes of the time he was hit. H e therefore suffered no 
pain. There were subsequently many casualties that same night owing to the 
intensity of the bombardment. 


N ext day Lieut Parkes was buried in the presence, as far as can be 
remembered, of Capt. H.H.M orris, Lieut. W.H.Bryan (MC) and some 
members of his unit in a ceremony about 180 yards from Dump and opposite 
the Dressing Station on the M enin Road at Ypres. M ap locations are not 
available from records of the Unit. 


Later file records dated 25N 0v1925 state that the remains of the late Lt. 
Parkes were interred in Plot 1 Row T Grave 1 of the M enin Road South 
M ilitary Cemetery, Y pres, Belgium. 


Capt. M orris and Lt. Bryan are at present on leave and the above information 
is supplied and corroborated by the only two O/Ranks now with the unit, 
who were of the deceased Officer's party, saw him wounded and were with 
him till he died.'

The wing doctor and myself held a post- 
mortem examination to try to locate the bullet and to seeif an opinion could 
be formed as to the angle at which he had been shot and the type of gun that 
had fired. It proved that Richthofen had been shot from the ground. | also 
laid the German Ace out for burial.’ 


In the book, 'Who killed theR ed Baron' by P.] .Carisella and J ames W.Ryan, 
published 1979, pp193-94 it gives an account of the medical orderly, 
E.J.M cCarty, who prepared the Red Baron's body for autopsy and states, 
'W hile the guards stood back, M cCarty unbuttoned the Baron's outer fur- 
lined jacket. Then with the help of a guard, he slipped it down over the 
shoulders and arms of the corpse. H ethen undid the buttons of the Baron's 
inner flying jacket. As he struggled to slip that jacket over the shoulders 
and arms, he saw a large wallet tucked into a left breast pocket. M cCarty 
quickly tugged the wallet out of the pocket, with a wink at the guard. W hen 
he did so, a spent bullet popped out with it and fell into the lining of the 
jacket. M cCarty snatched up the slug and stuck it into his trouser pocket.’ 
The book further states that M cCarty claimed that the bullet was lost in 
1935 'when his mother died and he burned all sorts of papers and the bullet 
was lost in the debris.’

Thereport in The Courier 
M ail, Thursday 21 February 1963, p5 stated, 'A young Army lieutenant who 
was shot with a sub-machine gun on Tuesday night had been involved in a 
broken romance. Police learned this yesterday. The dead man was Lindsay 
H erbert Bayliss, 23, single, of the 3rd Royal Australian R egiment, Enoggera. 
Yesterday, police learned that Bayliss knocked on the door of Lieutenant 
M aurice Sheehan, at Enoggera Army Camp, and asked to see Sheehan's 
Owen gun, which was on issue to him. 


Bayliss and Sheehan had some discussion about the weapon. Police said that 
Bayliss then snapped a fully-loaded magazine on to the gun, stepped on to the 
veranda, and shot himself in a burst of fire. Of eight nine millimetre bullets 
fired, three struck Baylissin the head. Bayliss' homewas at O range (N .S.W.).

It had been a hot day but a sudden squall 
Swept up the bay and Kovacs saw a small yacht capsized 200 to 300 metres 
off shore. A 13-year-old youth was in the water near the boat, and was 
obviously in difficulties. 


N o rescue craft was available at the time so K ovacs parked his motor cycle, 
ran to the beach and undressed. Leaving his clothes and equipment with 
H ockley, he swam out to assist the youth. About 150 to 200 people on the 
beach stood by and watched whilst this occurred. Kovacs swam out through 
rough seas and approached Timothy Scott. The young boy could not swim 
so Kovacs commenced towing him back to shore.

H ewas appointed 
Vice President of the M elbourne Centennial Exhibition in 1888. In 1890 
he was knighted and appointed KCM G. In the same year he accepted office 
in the government as M inister of Defence but resigned in the same year. 
After Federation in 1901 he was elected a member of the Commonwealth 
Senate. Sir (Hon Lieut-Col) Frederick Thomas Sargood KCMG, VD died 
on 2 January 1903.

Together with a statutory declaration form descendents of M ichael M cCormick attesting that the above helmet and sword were worn by M ichael M cCormick 
and have been passed down through his line of descendents and are now the lawful property of the present ancestor who has legal title to sell them. 


The above helmet and sword were worn and used by Yeoman M ichael M cCormick who was aide de camp to M ajor-General Henry Johnson, an Anglo-Irish 
general in the British Army and during the Irish Rebellion of 1798 he was detached with three thousand men to occupy N ew Ross, Wexford. When the rebels 
attacked N ew Ross on 5 June 1798 his force defeated the rebels in what was the hardest fight of the rebellion. 


The 1798 uprising in Wexford was an event of great savagery and cruelty, mostly by the ill-disciplined forces of the State. It was undoubtedly the most, bloody 
episode in modern Irish history. 


M ichael M cCormick is mentioned in at least five history books for his part in the battle. In 'The Year of Liberty, The Great Irish Rebellion of 1798' by Thomas 
Pakenham, p202, ‘Johnson sent off his acting aide, a yeoman in a brass helmet called M cCormick, to bring up reinforcements to seal the gap in the town's 
defenses.’ Then again on pp204-5, 'His aide, M cCormick, the man in the brass helmet, lad a charmed life that day; finding himself alone, he cut his way to 
freedom through a hundred men. He was sent back once again to find Reinforcements. But neither of the officers he met - one with a cannon, the other with 
a troop of cavalrymen were prepared to join their general. At M cCormick's news they fled rapidly back across the bridge.' 


Another mention isin ‘Ireland 1798, The Battles' by Art Kavanagh, p153, ‘Another man of notein Johnson's retinue was a temporary aide decamp, a yeoman 
called M cCormick. It was said that M cCormick in the height of the battle got cut off and though surrounded by a hundred rebels he managed to fight his 
way out of the tight corner.' 


In 'The People's Rising, Wexford 1798' by Daniel Gahan it states on p127, 'A detachment of troops was trapped in thelane for a short while by this movement, 
but they eventually escaped through a connecting alley, partly through the efforts of a flamboyant local yeoman in a brass helmet named M cCormick.' 


Then again in ‘A LittleH istory of St M ary's and its M emorials' by JoeDoran, p78, 'General Johnson's aide at the Battle of Ross was a man named M cCormick 
in a brass helmet "worth 40 brave soldiers” .' 


Finally, in 'History of the Rebellion in Ireland in the year 1798' by Rev. James Gordon (1801), p119, '...while M ajor-General Johnson, the commander, a 
man of consummate courage and fervent exertions, aided by those of an extraordinary gentleman, an inhabitant of Ross, named M cCormick, labouring to 
rally the discomfited soldiery.' 


With a detailed history of M ichael M cCormick's descendents in particular those who immigrated to Van Diemen's Land in the early 1800s.

R egiment of Foot that Theobold Pepper Roberts purchased a commission, at 
therank of Ensign 15D ec1840. H ewas appointed Lieutenant on 02Aug1844. 
H e was the regiment's senior subaltern in the Crimea in 1854 and left the 
regiment in that same year after nearly 14 year's service. In the previous year 
he had been the centre of an affray between the military and the police in 
Edinburgh. While in civilian attire he was attending the annual gymnastics 
games when he was jostled by a young boy so hehit him with his cane but 
unfortunately the hit was to the head and drew blood. When police tried 
to arrest him, members of his regiment, who were in uniform, tried to stop 
the police and a major altercation ensued. N oneof the soldiers were injured 
but six police were wounded, two or three rather seriously. Subsequently, 
several soldiers were arrested and charged with assault. The charge against 
Lieutenant Roberts of striking a boy was remitted by the Sheriff. 


In 1839 Theobold Pepper Roberts of M ota was recorded as a member 
of the Petit Jury to try between our Sovereign Lady the Queen and the 
Traversers, at a General Assizes and General Goal Delivery held at N enagh 
in and for the County and Riding. In 1844 he was also recorded in papers 
of the House of Commons as a person qualified to serve as a juror in the 
N orthern Division of Tipperary.

Sir M auriceCharles O'Connell, the elder (1768-1848) commander of forces 
and lieutenant-governor of N ew South Wales, was born in County Kerry, 
Ireland. He entered military school while in France and in 1792 he was 
appointed a captain in the French emigre forces serving on the French frontier 
under the Duke of Brunswick. After several years of service in various units 
with distinguished service, in 1806 he transferred to the 73rd Regiment 
attaining the rank of lieutenant colonel in M ay 1809. 


In December 1809, the lst Battalion of the 73rd Regiment under the 
command of Lieutenant Colonel O'Connell arrived at Port Jackson in 
Sydney accompanying Governor Lachlan M acquarie. The next month 
Lieutenant Colonel O'Connell was commissioned lieutenant-governor. 
Almost immediately, O'Connell began courting widowed M ary Putland, 
daughter of former Governor William Bligh. After a short courtship, and 
despite Bligh refusing to endorse O'Connell's request to marry his daughter, 
the couple were married at Government H ouse on 8 M ay 1810. 


During Governor M acquarie's absencein Tasmania in the latter part of 1812 
O'Connell administered government in N ew South Wales. On his return, 
M acquarie arranged for the 73rd Regiment to be relieved and transferred it 
to Ceylon. O'Connell sailed with his regiment in M arch 1814 subsequently 
leading it in the war against the King of Kandy in 1815 and put down an 
uprising of the Kandians in 1817. In August 1819 he was promoted to 
colonel and in 1821 the regiment was recalled to Ireland. In July 1830 he 
was promoted to therank of major general and in 1835 was knighted, being 
appointed Knight Commander of the Royal Guelphic Order (M ilitary). 


In December 1838 he returned to Sydney as the commander of forces in 
N ew South Wales. In November 1841 O'Connell was appointed lieutenant 
general, in December 1842 appointed colonel of the 81st regiment and in 
January 1844 colonel of the 80th Regiment. W hen Governor George Gipps 
left office on 11 July 1846, Sir M aurice O'Connell was acting-governor of 
N ew South Wales from 12 July to 2 August until the arrival of Governor 
Charles Fitzroy who took over on 3 August. In 1847 he was succeeded as 
commander of the forces in New South Wales by M ajor General Edward 
Buckley Wynyard. Sir M aurice was about to leave for England when hedied 
suddenly at Darlinghurst on 25 M ay 1848.

Sir Henry Keppel GCB, OM (14 June1809 - 17 J anuary 1904) wasa Royal 
N avy officer. H is first command was mainly off the coast of Spain, which was 
then in the midst of the First Carlist War. He was promoted to captain on 
5 December 1837 and appointed commanding officer of the corvette HM S 
Dido on the East Indies and China Station and was deployed in operations 
during the First O pium War and in operations against Borneo pirates. He 
later served as commander of the naval brigade besieging Sebastopol during 
the Crimean War. After becoming second-in-command of the East Indies 
and China Station, he commanded the British squadron in the action with 
Chinese pirates at the Battle of Fatshan Creek where he sank around 100 
enemy war-junks. H esubsequently took part in the captureof Canton during 
the Second O pium War. 


Keppel went on to be Commander-in-Chief, Cape of Good Hope and 
West Coast of Africa Station, then Commander-in-Chief, South East 
Coast of America Station, Commander-in-Chief, China Station and finally 
Commander-in-Chief, Plymouth. H e was promoted to Admiral of the Fleet 
on 5 August 1877, appointed First and Principal N aval Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen on 9 M arch 1878 and retired in June 1879. He was among the 
Original recipients of the Order of Merit (OM) in the 1902 Coronation 
Honours list published on 26 June 1902, receiving the order from King 
Edward VII at Buckingham Palace on 8 August 1902. Sir Henry Keppel 
died in London on 17 J anuary 1904 and was buried at the churchyard of St 
M ary the Virgin in Winkfield.
